Claims 



1 . (Currently amended) A method to play a card game using cards, or 
an electronic representation of cards, where each card has, associated with that card, 
indicia comprising a suit and a card value- when the cards are initially dealt to a player, 
of the two indicia, only the card's suit appears on each card ia dealt it displays the card's 
suit but not the card's value;, and when after a the player selects a card , the indicia that 
appear on the card are both the card's suit and the card's value arc displayed. 

2. (Withdrawn) A dock of playing cards, or an electronic 
representation of playing cards, whore oomo of tho cards have the card's suit on one side 
but not the card's value and both the card's suit and card's value on the other, and the 
remaining cards are conventional cards that display both tho suit and card value on the 
same side of tho card and display neither tho suit nor card value on the other sid e . 

3 . (Currently amended) A method to play a video poker game where 
cards are dealt from a deck comprising cards where each c ard has, associated with that 
card, indicia comprising a suit and value t hat havo four suits and a sorios of card values ; 
the cards are dealt in a diamond pattern, each of the four sides of the diamond forming a 
five card poker hand with three interior cards and two corner cards where the only one of 
the indicia that appears on one or more some or all of the cards display the suit, but not 
both tho card's suit and card's value when dealt is the card's suit ; the player is allowed to 
exchange cards between hands; after the exchanges, both the indicia that appear on each 
of the cards are the card's suit and the card's valu e of tho cards are displayed ; each hand 
is then compared to a paytable and the player is paid off according to the paytable. 
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4. (Currently amended) The method to play a video poker game of 
claim 3 where the corner cards are conventional cards dealt face down, the player is 
permitted to exchange some or all of the interior cards; after the exchange, the indicia that 
appear are both the suit and card value of the interior card s arc displayed ; the corner cards 
are turned face-up, and the player is paid off according to the paytable. 

5. (Currently amended) A method to play a video poker game where 
two or more hands of cards are dealt from a deck comprising cards where each card has, 
associated with that card, indicia comprising a suit a nd value, and when dealt, the only 
one of the indicia that appears on one or more of the cards is the card's suit: that4»s 
cards with four quits and a series of card values, where some or all of the cards display 
the suit, but not both the suit and card value when dealt, one or more bets can be placed; 
the indicia that then appear on each of the cards are the card's suit and the card's value;? 
the cards th e n display both the suit and card value , and the player is paid off according to 
a paytable. 

6. (Withdrawn) A method of playing poker wh e re some or all of the 
cards have the suit or valuo on one side and both the suit and value on the other arc split 
repres e ntation. 

7. (Withdrawn) Th e Playing cards, or an electronic representation, of 
Claim 1, where each card has sides A and B, where side A has the suit or valuo, and side 
B has the both the suit and valuo, and whore oido A can change for each card so that in 
somo hands only tho suit appears on side A and in other hands only the valuo appears on 
side A for that card. 
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8. (Withdrawn) Tho method of claim 6 where ton cardo aro doolt and 
the player oelccto five cardo to form a poker hand, the poker hand io then compared to a 
paytable. 

9. (Withdrawn) Tho m e thod of claim 6 whore ten cards aro dealt in 
two rowo of five cardo each, tho first row has ouit cards, tho second row has value cards, 
and tho player is required to select five cards from tho ton cardo to create a five card 
pokor hand. 

10. (Withdrawn) Tho method of claim 6 whoro nine card o aro dealt in 
two rowo, ono row of five cardo and tho othor row of four cardo, ono row has ouit cards, 
tho other row has value cardo, and tho player io required to select five cards from tho nine 
cards to croato a five card pokor hand. 

1 1 . (Withdrawn) Tho m e thod of claim 6 wh o ro o ight cardo aro dealt in 
two rowo, oach row has four cardo, ono row has ouit cards, tho othor row has value cards, 
and tho playor is required to select cardo from tho oight cards to croato a five card poker 
hand. 

12. (Withdrawn) Th o method of claim 6 where more than five cards 
aro doalt and tho playor solocts five cardo from the dealt card o to form a pokor hand, the 
poker hand is th e n compar e d to a paytable. 

1 3 . (Currently amended) A method to use playing cards, or an 
electronic representation of playing cards, for playing gambling card games like poker 
and blackjack where each card has, associated with that card, indicia comprising a suit 
and a value tho cards have both suito and card valueo ; when the cards are dealt, the only 
one of the indicia that appears on each card is the card's suit tho card's ouit io displayed, 
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but tho card's valuo is not displayed ; when after a player selects a card, the indicia that 
appear on the card are both the card's value and the card's suit arc displayed . 

14. (Withdrawn) The cards of claim 13 wh e r e ton cards ar e d e alt and 
tho player sol o cts five cards to form a pokor hand, tho pokor hand is thorn then compared 
to a paytabl e . 

1 5 . (Withdrawn) The cards of claim 13 wh e r e t e n cards ar e dealt in 
two rows efflve ™rHr. nnr.h nnn rnw hnn r.uit cardn. tho other row has numerical ^value 
cards, and the play e r is requir e d to s e l e ct cards from the ton cards to creat e a five card 
pok e r hand, . 

16. (Withdrawn) The cards of claim 13 wh e r e nine cards are d e alt in 
two rows, on e row of fiv e cards and th e other row of four cards, on e row has suit cards, 
the oth e r row has num e rical valuo cards, and tho play e r is r e quir e d to select cards from 
tho nin e cards to create a five card hand. 

1 7. (Withdrawn) The cards of claim 13 where eight cards arc dealt in 
two rows, e ach row has four cards, one row has suit cards, th e other row has numg ggal 
valu e cards, and th e player is r e quired to s e l e ct card s from th e eight cards to creat e a fiv e 
card pok e r hand. . 

1 8. (Previously presented) The method of claim 13 where more than 5 
cards are dealt and the player is required to select a five card poker hand from the dealt 
cards. 

1 9. (Currently amended) A method of playing video poker 
comprising: 
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(a) dealing cards from a deck of playing cards or an electronic 
re presentation of plavings cards where e ach card has, 
associated with that card, indicia com prising a suit and a 
value, that have suits and a series of card values; 

(fe) having and the only one of the indicia that app ears on each 

card is t he cards display carets suit , but not the card value 
when dealt ; 

(e){b) allowing a player to select one or more cards to form a 
poker hand; 

(d){c) after the player selects each card, the indicia th at appear on 
the card are both the card's value and the card's 
suit displaying both the card value and suit of the card ; 
tetfd) comparing the resulting hand to a paytable; and 
(£)(e) paying the player according to the paytable. 

20. (Previously presented) The method of claim 19 where some of the 
cards are conventional with non-descriptive backs. 

2 1 . (Previously presented) The method of Claim 1 9, where 
cards are dealt in diamond pattern. 

22. (Currently amended) A method to use playing cards, or an 
electronic representation of playing cards, for playing gambling card games like poker 
and blackjack where each card has, associated with that c ard, indicia comprising a suit 
and a value t he cards have both suits and card values ; when the cards are dealt the only 
one of the indicia that appears on each card is the card's sui t is displayed, but the card's 
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value is not displayed; when a player selects a card , the indicia that appear on the card are 
both the card's value and the card's suit ; arc displayed and where cards are dealt in 
diamond pattern to play a poker-type game, and where-each side of the diamond is a 
separate hand; a«d-the player is permitted to exchange cards from one hand to another- 
after the exchange, the cards are compared to a paytable and the player is paid according 
to the paytable. 

23. (Previously presented) The method of Claim 1 3, where cards are 
dealt in a diamond pattern and where each side of the diamond is a separate five card 
poker hand consisting of three interior cards and two corner cards; the corner cards are 
conventional cards dealt face down and are shared between adjacent hands; the player is 
given an opportunity to exchange interior cards between hands; after the exchange each 
hand is compared to the paytable and the player is paid according to the paytable. 

24. (Currently amended) The method of Claim 1 3 , where cards are 
dealt in a diamond pattern, where each side of the diamond is a separate five card poker 
hand consisting of three interior cards and two corner cards, which are shared between 
adjacent hands; the interior cards are conventional cards dealt face up and the only one of 
the indicia tha t ap pears on each the c orner cards display only is the card's suit; the player 
is given an opportunity to exchange interior cards between hands; after the card 
exchange, the indicia tha t ap pear on each of t he corner cards are change to show both the 
card's suit and the card^ value; each hand is compared to the paytable and the player is 
paid according to the paytable. 

25. (Previously presented) The method of Claim 3 where the player is 
given the opportunity to exchange corner cards only. 
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26. (Withdrawn) An electronic device used for playing a video 
poker typo game that has a visual display that dioplayo cardo that have four ouito and a 
series of valuoo, when the cardo are dealt the cards display the ouit, but not the value; the 
player is given the opportunity to select certain cardo to form a poker hand, after the 
play e r s e l e cts the cards both th e suit and value ar c displayed. 

27. (Withdrawn) The electronic device of Claim 26 where the visual 
display shows cards dealt in a diamond shaped patt e rn. 

28. (Withdrawn) The electronic device of Claim 26 whore some of 
the cards arc conventional cards that have both the ouit and value displayed when first

29. (Withdrawn) The electronic device of Claim 26 where some of 
the cards displayed arc conventional and are dealt face down. 

30. (Currently amended) A deck of playing cards or an electronic 
representation of plavine cards where each card has, associated with that card, indicia 
comprising a suit and a value, and that the cards that have both suits and card valuoo and 
change their appearance as follows: 

when the cards are first deal t, the only one of the indicia th at appear on 

each card is they display the suit-only; and 

when the after a player selects a card, the indicia that appear on t he card 
changes to display are both the card's suit and the card^s value. 

3 1 . (Currently Amended) The deck of cards of claim 30 where some 
of the cards are conventional cards where, for each conventional card, i ndicia comprising 
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that have the card's suit and the card's value appear on one side; and the other side is a 
non-descriptive card-back. 
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
